Ailowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 33-48 are allowed (Claims 1-32 are canceled by the Applicant). 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 33-48 is the inclusion of the 
limitations of a coupling electrode including external connections and a wire, the 
electrode being capacitively coupled to the cladding through an insulating layer, 
wherein the wire includes two ends electrically connected with the external connections, 
the two ends located at the edge zone, and the wire is arranged such that one end of 
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the two ends is located at the edge zone, is conducted over the surface covered by the 
cladding, and is returned to the edge zone by forming at least one loop. It is these 
limitations found in each of the claims, as they are claimed in the combination, that has 
not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these claims . 
allowable over the prior art.
